| The total budget calls actu- _ 


ally for reduced civic expendi 
ture by comparison with 1954, 
the proposed overall outlay 
being $6,601,221 as compared 
with $7,001,860 last year. 

Of this amount the land and 
property owners would be re 
quired to pay $3,259,744, as 
against $3,085,363 in 1954. 

The balance of revenue comes 
from numerous fees, license 
charges, government grants, etc. 

The new budget reflects the 
application of the new system 
of school grants and taxation 
the government's new scheme 
of municipal grants, and the en 
urre change in assessments 
brought about by the equaliza 
tion scheme which went into ef 
fect this year 
FIVE POINTS 

Significant facts in the budget 
include: 

1. Although the school budget 
for the Greater Victoria area 
has gone up by $418,500, the 
city's contribution is reduced by 
$78,500. 

2. On the other hand the city 
loses out in its overall govern 
ment grants to the extent of 
$483,667 

3. As compared to a mill rate 
of 55 mills last vear, the tenta 
tive rate for this year is 42.5 
mills, based on an entirely dif 
ferent method of assessments 
One mill on the assessments last 
year produced $56,097, but on 
the new assessments one mill 
produces $74,724 

4. The 42.5 mill rate for 1955 
would, however, raise the extra 
$174,000 indicated in the budget 
If council cuts estimates fur 
ther, it will be reduced accord 
ingly 

5. In the actual application of 
the new system it is estimated 
about half the property owners 
will pay higher taxes, and the 
other half lower taxes

U.S.-Backed Premier Survives 
Turbulent Indo-China Coups

SAIGON—Premier Ngo Dinh Diem, back in the 
South Viet Nam saddle, today crushed the rebellious Bink 
Xuyen pirate sect in last-ditch fighting in Cho Lon, Sai- 


gon’s twin city. 

The battle followed a week- 
end of coups and counter-coups 
that left the U.S.-bhacked Diem 
shakily on top of the Saigon 
heap 
VY FLEES 

Gen, Nguyen Van Vy, named 
by Dao to succeed Diem in com- 
mand of the army, lost out in 
the week-end’s bewildering po 
litical and military moves, and 
fléd to Dalat, 250 miles.to the 
north 

Diem’s junta seized power for 
the second time Sunday and 
scheduled a revolutionary as- 
sembly Wednesday to again de 
pose French-backed Chief of 
State Bai Dai 

But Dao said at his French 
Riviera villa he won't accept 
the junta’s decision and is “de 
termined to return to Indo- 
China when the confusion is 
ended.” 

NEW US. PLANT 

Diem's all-out attack on the 
rebel sect’s stronghold followed 
talks with President Eisenhow- 
er’s special envoy, Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins, just returned from 
Washington. He is said to have 
brought new U.S, plans to save 
South Viet Nam from falling 
prey to the Communists in the 
north.

Thatcher entered the budcet 
debate to give the Commons 
his first full explanation of why 
he left the party he led to vic- 
tory in Moose Jaw, Sask., ia 
the three federal elections. 

The wealthy young Saskatche 
wan merchant and rancher de- 
tailed for the House his basic 
disagreement with the Co-oper- 
ative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion on most of its major pol- 
icies, He said he would cather 
“leave public life than have to 
pretend agreement or hide frus- 
trations.”

FEW YEARS AGO A PICTUR- 

esque figure, T. D. Lysenko, 
emerged on the Russian agricultural 
scene. 

Mr. Lysenko brought with him 
some startling inventions in agricul- 
tural technique and theory. 

By his thesis, in rough outline, 
characteristics developed by environ- 
mental conditions could.be transmit- 
ted to progeny. He didn’t say that 
the children of coal miners would be 
born with black faces: and black 
hands, but that might serve as the 
extreme if ridiculous exaggeration of 
the theory he propounded. 

In effect it rejected the well- 
authenticated theories of western sci- 
ence and sought to establish a com- 
pletely different school of genetics. 

Mr. Lysenko’s views might have 
remained only the opinion of 4 dis- 
senter had it not been for the fact 
that Stalin supported him, raised him 
to eminence in his field and caused 
his teachings to be imposed, on the 
whole country. Westerners objected, 
seeing the imposition in the light of 
a violation of scientific principles 
But from the agricultural cause cele- 
bre, Lysenko emerged victorious on 
the Russian scene. 

That is history It is brought up 
to date in a report by Russian-speak- 
ing Dr. P. S. Hudson, director of the 


investigations, used his own skilled 
eyes and asked questions. He found 
another startling development in the 
Lysenko theory. It has disappeared. 
Russian agriculture no longer talks 
about Lysenko. It refers only to a 
contemporary whose theories were 
interwoven and integrated into the 
Lysenko school—a scientist called I. 
V. Michurin. 

When Soviet agriculturists seek 
an authority now, it is Michurin. But 
here again Dr. Hudson found an in- 
teresting development. 

Writing in The New Republic, the 
Cambridge expert states: 

“The general impression gained 
from all these talks (with Russians) 
was that by dropping the word Ly- 
senko.and retaining the word Michur- 
in, the official policy has made it 
possible to retreat from the extreme 
Lysenko standpoint, which has been 
disproved in many respects and has 
largely failed in practice. Under the 
name Michurinism it is possible to 
accommodate a wide assortment of 
different principles, since Michurin is 
dead and cannot answer back and say 
that is not what he meant at all 
What is understood by Michurinism 
today is probably different for every 
single individual, but for a great num- 
ber at least the concepts are not 
widely different, in essence, if not in 
name, from what Western geneticists

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SCHOOL HAS BIG JOB 
‘Free Ride’ Pupils 
Must Go—Williston 


VANCOUVER (CP)—Educa 
tion Minister Ray Williston says 
the time has come to rid 
schools of “free riders”—those 
who won't work 

He told representatives of 
business, labor and education at 
a conference at the University 
of B.C. what is needed is more 
individual training rather than 
mass development. 

“The chief aim of education 
is to develop character, no more 
or. no less,” he said. “Every- 
thing must be dovetailed to the 
building of the individual. 

“Our chief job is to make 
good people, and if we have 
good people, we must make 
them better.” 

He said educators must battle 
the trend towards “mass educa- 
tion” and work towards the 
development of the many-sided 
human being, the individual, in 
the mass of students. 

To those who look backward 
to the “good old days” when 
different educational methods 
were used, the minister said: 

“We must prepare these 
young people to live an effec- 
tive life in a generation from 
now. They are not going to 
live years behind us, but 
25 years in the future. 

“A boy educated 25 years ago 
went into the labor market and 
jused a $2 shovel and used it 


23 


well. The boy who moves earth 
today does it with a $30,000 
machine.” 

He urged adults to practice 
what they preach. 

“We all learn by example,” he 
said. “You can't fool young 
people today: The adult who 
says they should do something 
the way he says to do it, and 
then does it another way is set- 
ting a bad example by his ac- 
tions. 

“The community has many 
teachers. The student doesn't 
get a well-rounded education if 
the church, home and other 
social contacts~ don't provide 
good leadership.” 

In later discussions, R. V. 
Robinsen, a delegate of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, said “things are made 
to easy for school students” 
and advocated two years’ com- 
pulsory military training to 
teach them discipline before 
being turned into the labor 
market. 

D. B. MacKenzie of the Van- 
couver school board, comment- 
ing on Mr. Williston’s plea for 
training of the individual, asked: 
“How can we develop leaders 
and develop individual charac- 
ter. in our large, overcrowded 
classes?” 

He said his group backed the 
“need for reduction of size of 
classes.”
